Must Unions, Paying Benefits, | 


Incorporate? Federation to 
Have A. B. 1400 Clarified — 


Attorney General to Be Asked for Opinion on 
Legality of Act; Insurance Code in a “Mess” 


Must a labor union which pays 
benefit to its members incorporate? 

This is the outstanding question 
that has been raised by one of the 
forty-odd amendments to the in- 
surance code which were enacted 
by the state legislature during its 
1941 session. Its answer is, of 
course, of vital concern to organ- 
ized labor. 


Because of the widespread inter- 
est evinced throughout the state by 
unions and their members in an 
issue of such paramount impor- 
tance to them, the California State 
Federation of Labor releases the 
following facts about the situation 
in general and the bill which has 
provoked this uncertainty—A. B. 
1400—as analyzed by the federa- 
tion’s legal department. 

First of all, it must be pointed 
out that the 1941 amendments to 
the insurance code are in hopeless 
confusion. The legislators interest- 
ed in insurance clearly had a field 
day at this session of the legisla- 
poate. 
| Differ on Amendments 

Two of the sections of the code, 
for instance, have been amended 
by two different bills respectively, 
and the amendments are not the 


Berkeley Manager 
Refuses to 
Recognize Union 
Labor in Fire Dept. 


Organized Labor Group 
Refused Recognition 
By Manager Fisk 


According to reports from the 
local fire fighters’ union, the Berke- 
ley city manager has refused to 
recognize the union in any manner; 
all other groups will be given rec- 
ognition but those affiliated with 
union labor, the report says. 

After several conferences with 
Manager Fisk, representrtives of 
the fire fighters’ international, 
making every effort to bring the 
Berkeley firemen under the banner 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, have reported “serious opposi- 
tion” from the manager. 

In his letter to all firemen in 
Berkeley, Manager Fisk makes the 
following statement: 

“IT have NO personal feelings 
either FOR or AGAINST union 
labor organizations. As the city 
manager of Berkeley I have no 
power, according to a ruling by 
the city attorney, to bargain 
with any group of city em- 
ployes representing organized 
labor.” 

The manager, according to union 
officials, has dealt specifically with 
labor organizations and stops there. 
He mentions no outside organiza- 
tions in his letter. 

Organized labor, however, as rep- 
resented by the fire fighters’ inter- 
national union and the American 
Federation of Labor, will not stop 
at Fisk's decision. They intend to 


earry the fight until all members 
of the Berkeley department are

An unamended section of the in 
surance code clearly provides tha 
| fraternal benefit societies are char 
itable and benevolent institutions 
|A grave doubt therefore exists a: 
to whether the ordinary activities 
of a labor union in the paying of 
benefits can possibly be said to 
constitute the transaction of insur- 
ance business. 


The insurance code now con- 
tains two unwarranted and out | 
rageously discriminatory pro- | 
visions: (1) the exemption of | 
“foreign” fraternal  societics, 
that is, those whose headquar- 
ters are outside of California, 
from laws which are binding on 
“domestic” fraternal societies; 
and (2) requiring certain fra- 
ternal organizations to incor- 
porate, while permitting pre- 
cisely similar fraternal socie- 
ties to remain unincorporated. 
These provisions are without 
question unconstitutional. 

The California State Federation 
of Labor pledges itself to follow 
this matter through to a conclusion. 
The essentially contradictory na- 
ture of various opinions on the sub- 
ject indicate the necessity tak- 
ing one, or possibly two steps 


The first of these will be to ob- 


tain an opinion, if possible ym 
the office of the attorney general. 
This may be sufficient to rify 
the entire question and relieve the 
concern of the unions over the pos- 
sible need to incorporate. If w-

Thousands of Workers 
Face Loss of Jobs Unless 
Government Acts 


America’s third largest industry 
-building construction—may soon 
be completely paralyzed unless the 
government takes drastic action to 
break bottlenecks in the flow of 
materials to the industry. 

That warning was sounded this 
week by Harry C. Bates, president 
of the bricklayers’ union and chair-

“Our industry has _ 1,500,000 
workers in direct construction 
and another four to five million 
in related fields,” Bates said. 
“Already it is being slowly 
strangled. 

“Because of the lopsided man- 
ner in which the defense priori- 
ties system is functioning, sup- 
plies for residence construction 
are being cut off. As a result, 
thousands of workers have 
been thrown out of jobs. 

“Six months from now there 
will be fearful unemployment 
unless federal agencies take im- 
mediate steps to head off a col- 
lapse.”

People don’t start thinking until they feel the pinch of suffering. They 
don’t start yelling until they are hurt. In our opinion, the new tax bill 
now under consideration by congress is bound to promote a little think- 
ing and a lot of yelling, and it’s about time. 


As tax measures go in this world of today, the one now being enacted 
here is extremely ‘mild. In Great Britain, for instance, incomes in the 
higher brackets are being taxed to the extent of $4.75 out of each $5. 
Nothing nearly like that is contained in the revenue bill which congress 
soon will adopt. Still, it is much harsher in its treatment of the tax- 
paying public than ever before and millions of persons in the low income 
group who were not heretofore taxed directly are going to have to kick 
in part of their pittance to the government. 

Again, we say, it’s about time. 

This may sound like heresy, but we think it is sound common-sense. 
For too long America has followed painless methods of financing the 
greatest war in history. For too long we have been putting off the day 
of reckoning. For too long we have concentrated on keeping comfort- 
able. The only result has been that the people of our country are not as 
excited about the crisis the nation is facing as they should be. The bills 
still have to be paid. 

WE CAN TAKE IT 

Let’s see if we can make our meaning a bit clearer. Some of President 
Roosevelt's friends are complaining that the people are asleep, that they 
have to be waked up to the dangers confronting America, that they can 
no longer continue “business as usual,” that the time for making real 


sacrifices has been too long delayed. We think that the American people 
would be more alert and more aroused today if a pay-as-you-go policy 
had been instituted from the beginning. We think the government should 
have said to its citizens at the beginning: “This is going to hurt, but it’s 
the only way we can be saved.” We go back to our original text—people 
don’t start thinking till they are hurt. 

So, we personally are not going to yelp about the present tax bill even 
though it’s going to hurt us just as much as the next one—if not more. 
When we know we are going to suffer pain, when we are forewarned in 
advance and when we are convinced it is for our own good, we can 
take it. 

In our opinion, the American people are going to take it and like it— 
at least a lot better than they are going to like the tax bills of the future. 
These are going to be much heavier than the present one—inevitably. 
We might just as well get used to taking punishment right now. 


IMPORTANT VICTORIES WON 

Everyone knows that in the end it’s the common people who really pay 
the taxes. Even if they are not taxed directly, the burden of: the taxes 
are passed on to them in higher prices and rents. So the five or six 
million persons who will pay income taxes for the first time next year 
because of lowered exemptions should realize that they are not being 
victimized more than usually. 

In several respects, the American Federation of Labor won important 
| victories in the tax bill finally adopted by the senate. All proposals for 
payroll taxes and sales taxes were defeated. These forms of taxation 
constituted the chief threat to workers. 


It was only just and proper that heavier tax rates be imposed on the 
middle and high income brackets. The “war prosperity” that is tempo- 
rarily in our midst might otherwise create “war millionaires.” The Amer- 
ican people wouldn't stand for that again. We had enough of conscience- 
less profiteering in the last war. In normal times expansion of industry 
naturally should bring expansion of profits. But when America faces a 
crisis, business and industry should be ready to forego increased profits 
and be content with reasonable returns on investment. 

In the same way, it would be fatal for workers to want or expect 
another “silk shirt” era. We believe that wage increases already ob- 
tained and now being sought are perfectly justified by rising living costs. 
But we are against “boom” wages in the defense program because they 
would only boomerang and hasten the destructive spiral of inflation. 


Food Prices Soar to New Highs; 
Up 12 Percent in One Year 


Retail food prices reached “the highest level in ten years” on 
August 12, the bureau of labor statistics reported. It added that in 
the latter half of August “the rise has continued.” 

Prices of basic foods increased an average of 1.2 per cent from 
July 15 to August 12, the bureau said, and were 12 per cent higher 
than a year ago. 

The bureau’s report attributed the increases to “many factors” 
but said “chief among them are increased employment with conse- 
quent greater consumer demand, large government purchases and 
some speculative buying.” 

Prices of bread and milk—two of the most important foods—ad- 
vanced “quite generally” during the mid-July to mid-August period, 
and “substantial increases” were reported for eggs, oranges, navy 
beans, sugar, cheese and evaporated milk. Butter prices declined, 
but were 25 per cent higher than a year ago. 

Percentage changes for various foodstuffs were listed as follows: 
Cereals and bakery products, 2.9 increase; meats, 2.3 increase; dairy 
products, 2 increase; eggs, 5.2 increase; fruits and vegetables, 3.4 in- 
crease; beverages, 2.4 increase; fats and oils, 2.7 increase; sugar, 1,1 
increase.

KEEP HANDS OFF LABOR LAWS 


Wage-Hour Administration Declares Some Bosses 
Are Using Defense as a Smokescreen 


General Philip B. Fleming, ad- 
ministrator of the wage-hour act, 
launched a new attack this week on 
Sweatshoppers who try to use na- 
tional defense as an alibi for de- 
struction of labor standards. 

Addressing the Nebraska State 
Federation of Labor at Hastings, 
Fleming warned that relaxation of 
the 40-hour-week safeguard in the 
act would simply aggravate unem- 
ployment. 

He cited A. F. of L. figures, show- 
ing that over 5,000,000 workers are 
still jobless and that millions in 
non-defense industries face loss of 
their jobs because of shortages of 
materials, 

“In other words, we still have 
an unemployment problem and 


Britain Wants 
U.S. Craftsmen 


McNutt Announces Offices 
Will Be Opened to Recruit 
Workers for Overseas Duty 


Great Britain is about to under- 
take with the help of the United 
States government a campaign to 
employ thousands of American 
technicians for service in England 
repairing vital equipment used by 
the British armed forces. 

Paul V. McNutt, federal security 
administrator, announced the plan 
and said that the 1,500 federal-state 


employment offices would assist 
in it. 
The British civilian technical 


corps hopes, he said, to employ sev- 
eral thousand men between 18 and 
50 years of age who are skilled as 
radio and automobile mechanics, 
electrical wiremen, instrument re- 
pairers, metal workers and other 
technical trades. 

“Recruitment of American 
workers for service with this 
non-combatant defense group 
in England is an important 
step in the administration’s 
program for increasing United 
‘States-British co - operation,” 
Mr. McNutt declared. “The ci- 
vilian technical corps is a non- 
military group of skilled crafts- 
men organized to maintain and 
repair radio location apparatus, 
communication systerns and 
other vital technical equipment 
used by the naval, military and 
air forces.” 

\rrangements with the British 
government, he said, provide for 
the return to this country of Amer- 
ican members of the civilian tech- 


we shall continue to have an 
unemployment problem next 
year,” he declared.

Fleming ridiculed claims by bosses 
that elimination of the requirement 
for overtime pay above 40 hours 
would help defense. 


“I don’t know how employers 
figure a skilled worker will pro- 
duce more for defense in 48 hours 
at straight time than if the extra 
eight hours were paid for at time 
and one-half,” the administrator 
asserted, 


There may be a scarcity of some 
types of workers in a few indus- 
tries, such as machine tools, but 
that is no argument for weakening 
of the law, Fleming maintained. 

“There are approximately 15,500,- 
000 workers covered by the law,” 
he pointed out. “Just to permit a 
mere handful of them to work long 
hours without overtime pay, some 
people would be willing to force the 
millions also to toil long hours 
without the overtime penalty—peo- 
ple in candy and cigarette factories, 
packing plants, lumber yards and 
the like.” 

Even Great Britain, which is now 
fighting with its back to the wall 
and has practically its entire able- 
bodied population at work, has not 
relaxed overtime pay standards, the 
wage-hour chief stressed. 

“Virtually all British workers,” 
he said, “are being paid at least 
time and one-half for all hours 
worked over the normal work 
week.”

America has been shocked awake to the urgency of more 
speed on defense. On August 30, the British foreign secretary 
told workers at Coventry that present output of America, Britain 
and her allies falls far short of needs. Also, we know that sink- 
ings of British and Allied merchant ships in the first 8 months 
of 1941 averaged 523,000 tons per month, while total construc- 
tion of merchant ships in Britain and America averaged only 
265,000 tons. Our airplane, tank and other production is far 
from adequate. 


To meet the huge armament need, American union members|
